deſcendants of deceaſed children; ſuch deſcendants taking 
in equal parts, the ſhare of their deceaſed anceſtor; 
that were there are no lineal heirs, the next of kin in 
equal degree, ſhall inherit equally; that, among collaterals, 
the children of a deceaſed brother or ſiſter of the inteſtate 
ſhall have equal parts among them of their parents 
ſhare; that there no diſtin&tion between kindred of 
the whole and half blood; -and that the right of dower 
be, in all caſes, ſaved to the widow of the inteſtate. 
That the above law, relative to deſcents, ſhall be in 
force till altered by the legiſlatures of the diſtricts; and 
that, till laws be adopted by the governors and judges, | 
eſtates may be deviſed and bequeathed by wills in writing;

Int that laws ſhall be made to prevent wrongs from being 
done them, and to preſerve peace and friendſhip with 
dem. That the ſaid cxricory Rall for ever remain a part 
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of the United States, ſubje& to the laws and government e 
the ſame, and chargeable with a due proportion of the 
national debts and expenditures, levied by the ref; cQive 
legiſlatures thereof. That thoſe legiſlatures ſhall never 
interfere with the primary diſpoſal of the ſoil by copgreſs, 
or any regulation by them made for ſecuring the titles of 
bona fide purchaſers.—That no tax ſhall be impoſed on 
lands the property of the United States, nor ſhall non. re. 
ſident proprietors be taxed higher than reſident, That 
the navigable waters leading into the Miffiſſippi and $t 
Lawrence, and the carrying places between the ſame, ſhall 
be common highways for ever, free both to the inhabi- 
tanrs of the territory, and to the citizens of the United 
States, without tax, impoſt, or duty. And finally, tha 
there ſhall be formed in ſaid territory a number of ſtates 
wich at a future period, when the population ſhall he 

© ſufficiently increaſed are to eſtabliſh for themſelves per 

manent conſtitutions and ſtates governm ents of republica
